This Reform May Be Okay— 
But What About the Next One? 


Last week, San Mateo county’s board of supervisors 
agreed to contact city officials throughout the county, to 
see if pinball machines could be banned. And _ District 
Attorney Keith Sorenson indicated that he’s going to pro- 
pose a county-wide ban on cardrooms. 


It’s difficult for a non-player to assess the attractions 
of either a cardroom or a pinball game. We don’t pre- 
tend that we can, and we doubt if the district attorney is 
better acquainted with satisfactions of getting the steel 
ball to roll into a particular hole or filling out an inside 
straight than we are. 

With the exception of horse-playing at either Tanforan 
or Bay Meadows, the cardrooms and the pinball games 
seem to be the only outlets for gamblers left in the county. 

Sorenson says that bartenders and clerks still pay off 
when a pinball game shows “free games” and he apparently 
disagrees with the state legislature, which used to contend 
that draw poker wasn’t legally a game of chance, and that 
if you wanted confirmation of this fact you had but to sit 
down at a table with somebody who knew how to play. 

What interests us in all this is the evidence of 
relative sinlessness one faces, when he finds the 
county's top law enforcement brass can find wicked- 
ness only in the form of two particular operations. 

Gone from the scene are the “confessions” which news- 
papers used to run when the “reformers” came to town. 
The confessions ran to long stories about “my wife and 
children starved because I couldn't get past the saloon 
with my pay envelope” or “venal companions arranged for 
me to be robbed after I’d won at poker” or “I was cheated 
out of the old plantation by a riverboat card sharp.” 

As was said earlier, we can’t assess the attractions, if 
any, of card rooms and pinball games. 

They are, we think, vestigial remnants of a way of life 
which has pretty much gone out of style. Formal chance- 
taking with one’s money used to be pretty regularly done; 
now its degenerated into a furtive little sideline, involving 
possibly several hundred people, making a few of them 
rich and keeping a lot of them poor but probably not hav- 
ing much effect on society as a whole. 

But.as human beings we wonder what’s next. Ob- 
viously, once gambling with money is eliminated as a 
Threat to Public Morality, something else will have to be 
thought up for the reformers to go after, 
what it'll be. 

Meanwhile, practicality being what it is, there doesn't 
appear to be much of a protest against the horse race 
tracks in the country,

School Bus Law Shows 
How Restrictions Grow 


Time was that parents used to worry, when they sent 
their children to school aboard the big yellow bus. pro- 
vided by the various school agencies of the state. 

Out of control of parents and out of sight of teachers, 
they reasoned, children might forget. They might disem- 
bark from the school bus at some corner near home, dart 
from behind it, and get run down by a passing automobile, 

The fears weren't entirely groundless; through the 
years many children in all parts of the state had been 
killed or maimed because, in their youthful heedlessness 
and enthusiasm, they'd run into the path of oncoming traf- 
fic, because they were in a hurry to begin playing with 
friends or for some other reason. 

Parents, in these remote past times, used to give their 
children stern lectures about the need for looking both ways 
before entering the street. 

School teachers and bus drivers did likewise. 

The casualty rate among children disembarking from 
school buses was low but it was reckoned, rightly, that any 
injury or death to a youngster was one too many. 

So the state passed a law. 

The law said that cars had to stop on any public 
street on which a school bus was stopped, with its red 
warning lights blinking to indicate that passengers were 
getting on and off. Specifically, it forbade passing the 
school bus when its warning illuminators were going. 

Nowadays, when you see children disembark from a 
school bus, you'll notice they don’t hesitate much before 
running from it in any direction they choose. 

Each child knows that he’s got a privilege. 

The bus drivers, teachers and parents al Iknow it too. 

Every motorist is aware of it, also. 

Thus when early this week a correspondent saw. chil 
dren jump from a school bus and run off in all directions. 
without the precaution of stepping onto the curb where 
the bus had stopped and waiting for the view to clear, | 
figured it was just a step in the evolution of a law. 

What was formerly good sense on a motorists’ part — 
being prepared to stop in the vicinity of a school bus let- 
ting children off — had become a necessity. 

A new restriction has bred the necessity for its con 
tinuance.

Explains Blood 


Editor: 

Since the article entitled 
“What’s Wrong With Our 
Blood Banks” appeared in the 
March 14 issue of the Satur- 
day Evening Post, we have re- 
ceived many calls from our 
volunteer donors and workers 
urging us to publish in our 
newspapers a statement pre- 
senting the facts about our 
blood bank. 

This, they feel, would clari- 
fy any erroneous conclusions 
which have been drawn from 
this article. In response to 
these requests, therefore, we 
recapitulate the following 
facts. 

The Peninsula Memorial 
Blood Bank, a member of 
the California Blood Bank 
System and the American As- 
sociation of Blood Banks, is 
one of the pioneer blood 
banks in this country, hav- 
ing been set up in 1942. 

It is a non-profit organiza- 
tion, owned and operated by 
the people residing within its 
geographical boundaries which 
are assigned by the California 
Blood Bank System. This area 
includes territory from South 
San Francisco through Moun- 
tain View. 

During its 17 years of exist- 
ence (up to March 1, 1959), 
this blood bank has drawn 
124,541 pints of blood from 
54,891 individual donors, none 

of whom were professional 
donors. We are proud to state 
that 20,385 pints were furnish- 
ed for the Armed Forces in 
Korea and 6891 pints for Oak 
Knoll Naval Hospital. 

The blood bank operates on 
the proposition that blood 
should be replaced on a “one 
for one” basis. For this a cre- 
dit system has been set up. 

Under this plan a donor con- 
{ributing blood to the blood 
bank is given a credit for each 

pint. This may be used by him

Bay Lands Annexation Brings 
Cries of Secrecy’ from Some 


By now, last Friday’s an- 
nouncement that the Leslie 
Salt Co. and Hiller Helicopters 
are planning to annex a total 
of 11.6 square miles to Menlo 
Park is pretty old news. 

The reactions to the an- 
nouncement of the annexation 
plan will ‘keep appearing for 
many weeks yet, however, and 
may be interpreted differently 
as they occur. 

One of the first reactions 
—vuiced principally in San 
Carlos and in San Francisco 
newspapers — seems to be 
that the large territories 
were annexed only after a 
long series of secret talks 
and that the general public 
and the newspapers should 

have been called in. 

There has even been some 
scurrying around, looking for 
a section of the Brown act 
which could apply. According 
to this law, newspapers and ra- 
dio stations requesting such 
notification have to be told, 24 
hours in advance, what an 
elected governing body has on 
its agenda. 

City Councilman Michael LL. 
Belangie explains that there 
never have been any official 
council meetings at which the 
matter was discussed. 

“Under our Jaws, the mayor 
is empowered to give permis 
sion to the city manager to 
conduct purely administrative 
talks at his own discretion,”

self or anyone he designates. 

Patients who have accum- 
ulated credits themselves or 
belong to a group that car- 
ries a blood credit reserve 
are charged only the service 
charge of $7.50 for each pint 
of whele blood or $10 for 
each unit of plasma. 

For a patient who has not 
access to any credit at the 
blood bank, an extra perfor- 
mance deposit of $22.50 for 
each pint is required until the 
replacement is made, during 
the six months following the 
transfusion. If the replacement 
is made during that time, the 
performance deposit of $22.50 
is returned to the patient. 

For the benefit of residents 
throughout the state and na- 
tion, a reciprocity agreement 
has been established. This Na- 
tional Clearing House program 
of the American Association of 
Blood Banks has proven a 
most effective way of getting 
widespread reciprocity. By this 
arrangement it is possible for 
relatives and friends to give 
blood in their respective locali- 
ties to replace that used by 
relatives and friends in other 
ureas. 

This exchange system on the 
“one for one” basis has existed 
for eight years between the 
Red Cross and the blood banks 
in the Pacific Area. 

In conclusion may we say 
that the above facts speak for 
themselves, and that, in our 
opinion, more should be writ 
ten about the efficiency with 
which the great majority of 
non-profit blood banks through 
out this country operate and 
about their policies which 
strongly oppose the commer- 
cialism and waste practiced by 
the very few.

The announcements of the 
plan for annexation came Fri- 
day morning, in statements 
from both Hiller and Leslie. 

The statements were pret- 
ty flattering. Said the Hiller 
announcement, in the form 
of a letter to City Manager 
Johnson: 

“Hiller Aircraft Corporation 
has become increasingly aware 
of the many benefits resulting 
from inclusion in a well organ- 
ized and properly administered 
cily. Therefore, with a view to- 
ward a planned growth and ex- 
pansion of both Hiller and 
Menlo Park, Hiller Aircraft 
Corporation requests annexa- 
tion to the City of Menlo Park. 
Please take the necessary ac- 
tion for annexation proceed- 
ings. 

“Informal discussions with 
your city officials have assured 
us that annexation to Menlo 
Park would not interfere with 
cur aircraft manufacturing and 
research activities together 
with the operation of our heli- 
port and the use of our proper- 
ty for take-off and landing of 
helicopter type aircraft. There- 
fore, it is essential that Hiller 
property be zoned to permit 
the continuance of our present 
type of activities.” 

Said Leslie Salt’s statement: 

“Some months ago officials 
of Redwood City and Menlo 
Park invited Leslie Salt Co. 
to conisder the annexation of 
certain of its bay lands to 
their respective cities. 

“We have concluded that the 
annexations proposed will be 
mutually beneficial. Accord- 
ingly, we have consented, 
along with other land owners 
to the suggested annexation 
program. 

“Our South San Mateo Coun- 
ty properties appear to be a 
logical addition to Menlo Park, 
while those in the Central por- 
tion are conveniently contigu- 
eus to Redwood City. 

“For many years we have 
maintained a substantial port 
facility at the Redwood City 
harbor. It appears to us that 
the time has now come to join 
with the citizens of that city 
on an equal footing by becom- 
ing a part of their city. 

“We have been impressed 
with the fact that both Red- 
wood City and Menlo Park 
have responsive city govern- 
ments which support and pro- 
mote progressive zoning and 
planning policies. 

“As a result of these annexa- 
tions, we look forward to a 
pleasant and mutually useful 
relationship during future 
years.”
